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AS Senate-- 
olitics Alive and Well

Politics and all the ramifications that go with it are alive and well in 
the Student Senate 

In its calmer moments the Student Senate professes to strive for 
continuity and the good of all. Members continuous!ly point out that 
the recurrent “in-fighting” must end in order to achieve their collective 
goals 

However, when the question of presidential appointments to the 
Board of Justice came up at yesterday's senate meeting, several 
members broke the cease-fire. 

It was the newly elected Senate Chair Dean Garrison’s first meeting 
before the body which, with a few exceptions, had supported another 
senate member, Maria Castro, for the Chair position. 

Senator Hank Castro requested early in the meeting that newly 
elected Garrison explain the resignations of the Elections Coordinator 
and Elections Board member (see news story on page 3) and inform the 
senate of his intentions in his current move to invalidate the election. 

Garrison responded that discussion of the election was out of order. 
The agenda item at the time was presidential appointments. The chair 
was overruled by a two-thirds vote and discussion ensued 

The gist of the discussion was that Senators Hank Castro and Dave 
Carden would not approve appointments to the BOJ until they knew 
what Garrison's actions would be. The appointments were made by 
ASI President Lynard Khan prior to the Garrison election victory 
They also questioned the election and Garrison's position as Senate 
Chair 

When Garrison retused to present an explanation of his game plan 
a motion was presented and passed which tabled the BOJ ap- 
pointments. 

In essence it appears as though some of the senators want to know 
who would be sitting on the board that might hear Garrison's 
grievances beiore the appointments are made. It seems as though the 
senators want to be sure of the appointees. 

What ts particularly odd is that both Carden and Castro contended 
that they had no opinion negative or otherwise on the appointees. If 
they had no opinion why didn’t they interview the appointees and then 
decide? What is the point of holding up appointments? 

After sitting at several senate meetings at which the members 
wholeheartedly approve individuals who respond to questions about 
their potential position with “I really don’t know much about the 
position, but I'll find out once | get into it,” | question whether or not 
the senate makes political decisions, on political issues for political 
reasons.

Delay 
Appointments

Consideration of five presiden- 
tial appointees was delaved yester- 
day by the Associated Students 
Senate in an attempt to ascertain 
the reason tor the sudden 
resignations of two members of the 
Flections Board. Senator Dave 
Carden made the tabling motion 
concerning the Board ot Justice ap- 
pointees 

| he appointees in question were 
Bobbi Woodard, Richard Dutfin 
lim Nolan and Diane Slattery 
Also attected was attorney general 
designee Curt Rankin. Carden’s 
motion pertained.only to the Board 
of Justice. but Rankin was 
overlooked in the turmoi! of the 
meeting 

Electrons Board members 
Randy Hilliard and Kent Mevers 
resigned yesterday at noonina sur 
prise move at a hearing scheduled 
to discuss a petition submitted by 
Senate Chair Dean Garrison call 
ing for the invalidation of last 
week's Associated Students special 
election 

Hilliard cited a desire to “main- 
tain my personal integrity” while 
Meyers declared an inability to 
“hear Mr. Garrison’s formal 
grievances while believing that his 
actions were unjust, not those of 
the board or other candidates” as 
reasons for the resignations. Both 
suggested the petition be ruled on 
by the Board of Justice 

The purpose of the tabling was 
to force Garrison to disclose why 
the two quit and his plans for the 
petition in order to dispel “rumors” 
and “innuendos”. “I don’t have any 
opinions on these people,” Carden 
stated. “Qualifications are not the 
issue.” 

Garrison was unmoved. The 
presidential appointees would 
remain tabled until it was the 
pleasure of the senate to consider 
them, he said 

Yesterday's meeting was Gar- 
rison’s first as Senate Chair. It was 
also the first for David Herbst, last 
week's Senate Seat 8 winner. John 
Maciejewski, new senator for seat 
4, did not attend. 

Presidential appointee for 
Board of Publications, Richard 
Armentrout, avoided the fate of his 
fellow appointees. He came up for 
confirmation and barely passed by 
a vote of 9-5-1. A two-thirds vote is 
needed for approval 

Armentrout’s resume filled an 
entire page, in contrast to many ap- 
pointees who hardly muster a 
paragraph. He has worked in jour- 
nalistic endeavors for the past five 
years 

Senator Linda Atkins voted 
against Armentrout because he 
was associated with the Hornet, 
she said.

Election Controversy Spurs Resignations 


Kent Myers and Randy Hilliard 
resigned from the Elections Board 
in the midst of the Dean Garnson 
election controversy. Myers and 
Hilliard announced their 
resignations at yesterday's board 
meeting, leaving Dennis King the 
only remaining member. 


The board was to decide on 
Garrison's contention that the fil- 
ing time for the recent special elec- 
tion for Senate Chair was too short 
and that the election code currently 
in force is inadequate. Garrison

had filed his grievance before the 
election, and wanted to see the elec- 
tion invalidated, even though he 
won as a write-in. 


The Elections Board returned 
Garrison’s gmevance to him 
without a decision following the 
resignations. He is free to take the 
matter directly to the Board of Jus- 
tice for action, but Garrison said he 
still considered the matter to be 
before the Elections Board. 


“It is inappropriate to refer this 
to the Board of Justice,” Garrison

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said. “The first step is for the Elec- 
tions Board to make a ruling; either 
my grievances do justify in- 
validating the election or they do 
not justify it, and in that case an 
appeal will be appropriate. 


“The reason for my running was 
because | believed there were 
violations to students’ nights in this 
election. That was the premise for 
my running and that is the premise 
for the way I am conducting these 
affairs now. My intention is, if this 
election is invalidated, to run asa 
legitimate candidate on the ballot.”

The Faculty Senate had a 
special meeting Wednesday to hear 
presentations by Bill Newman of 
the State-wide Faculty Senate and 
by members of the special Task 
Force on Management In- 
formation Systems (MIS) 


Bill Newman ied off, discussing 
a recent meeting that was held with 
the Chancellors, the Trustees, and 
members of the State-wide Faculty 
Senate. Newman looked a little like 
a flat-headed Rod Serling dressed 
in camoflage green, and he droned 
on and on about the events of the 
meeting he's just attended. 


He got several walk-outs, 
people began to nod off, chin in 
hand; some of the profs were look- 
ing out the window. I looked over 
at one of the profs and he was 
drawing black and white designs in 
his notebook. After a while he 
finished one page and went on to 
draw another one while Newman 
went on monotonously. 


He finally finished and Jerry 
Dillon got up to discuss the MIS 
Task Force. Dillon said he'd rather

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Masters and Masters: “A Whole New, ~ ah, Ball Game”

“It's a whole new ball game,” 
Dr. Masters of the Masters and 
Johnson sex research team in- 


nocently told a UCD audience 
Tuesday, if it is possible for the 
author of Human Sexual Res- 


ponses to do or say anything in- 
nocently 


Some of you may still be 
wondering what kind of ball game. 
Well, according to the two resear- 
chers, that depends on you, your 
partner, your health and your at- 
titudes. 


No, this is not a sports story 


We all know the story of the ag- 
ing gentleman who calmly an- 
nounces to individuals at a cocktail 
(no pun intended) party that he “- 


just can't get the job done 
anymore.” Well, Masters told it 
again. 


But this time we were told of the 
marvelous effects of the understan- 
ding wife who just as calm res- 
ponds that, “it doesn’t really 
matter” or “Take your time, we 
have all night.” Masters says that 
those types of responses are 
guaranteed to give men “support”. 


Although it does take an older 
man longer to achieve an erection 
and it does take an older woman 
longer to achieve sexual readiness, 
all it really takes to have successful 
sexual functioning at 80 or 90 or 
more is |) reasonably good health 
and 2) interest and an interesting 
partner. 


The oldest maie to participatein 
a Masters and Johnson's study was 
91, and the oldest female was 82. 

Turning to the subject of sexual 
information, or the lack thereof, M 
and J told of a couple, hence forth

Husband: Well, yes | suppose 
we could. 

He then sent them on their way 
with a fertility chart and instruc- 
tions to report back in three mon- 
ths, the time that Masters and 
Johnson’s have found is usually 
sufficient to allow for conception. 

“Needless to say,” Masters said. 
“nothing happened.” 

The next step at the Masters 
and Johnson institute is to undergo 
a complete physical examination. 

Results: “She had a perfectly in- 
tact hymen. Needless to say we 
weren't getting through to her.” 

Masters followed by saying, 
“You may find that hard to believe, 
that two people who graduated 
from a major university in the 
midwest in 1956 thought that all 
you had todo was’‘sleep’ together.” 
(We found it very hard to believe.) 

“But...” he continued, “think 
about the mathematical im- 
possibility of these two people fin- 
ding each other.” 

Contrary to popular belief the 
sex team said, there is no 
correlation between the size of the 
male penis and the ma!e’s ability to 
satisty the female.

MPT Means Bliss For Media Freaks

Meet a few crew members of a 
sort of maiden voyage being laun- 
ched this semster at CSUS. 

There’s Bernard Tagholm, 26, 
who spent a coupie of his formative 
years behind a microphone on Air 
Force Radio. He is the only living 
person known to have fallen asleep 
while reading the news on the air. 

Randy Bobo, seven years his 
junior, is just emerging from a 
couple of years spent totally 
immersed in drama. 

Brian Farnell also was — still is 

an actor, but he mixes drama 
with a passion for commercial art 

Claudia McEnerney, 21, one of 
seven women in the project, joined 
it after being fascinated with 
television production direction. 

“La Voz de Aztlan,” a bilingual 
radio show aimed at Sacramento's 
Spanish-speaking community, 
took most of Eduardo Hernandez’s 
time before this semester. 

They and the other 25 members 
of their crew probably have more 
to separate them than they do in 
common. 

But together, they are feeling 
their way through an_ all-or- 
nothing, 15-unit pilot program in 
education 

They are the Media Production 
Team. 

Every project is a first for these 
students who experiment with 
videotape, television, film and 
sound equipment. 

Often they succeed, as a stack of 
letters from grateful educators and 
civic groups would indicate. 

The failures are accepted 
philosophically. 

“The motto of this program 1s: 
‘All tapes are eraseable’.” says Dr. 
James Straukamp, the team’s 
faculty director. 

Team members benefit from 
this intensive “learning by doing” 
approach to media communication 

but they are not just on the 
receiving end. 

Over 20 departments at CSUS, 
plus local schools, civic groups and 
three federal programs, have used 
the skills of the Media Production 
Team to. create educational 
programs on film or tape. 

The Media Production Team is 
often sought by off-campus groups 
with grant money to spend on 
educational media, according to 
television center staffer Kent 


Lacinn. The students are able to 
practice filmmaking techniques 
that they could never have afforded 
on their own 

“Working on a_ production, 
you're going to learn more than 
just production — you're going to 
learn the content.” Straukamp 
adds 

Ed Hernandez, for example, is 
creating a sound-and-slide show to 
tell the experiences of Mexicans 
who entered the United States 
between 1900 and 1930, and their 
impact on agriculture and labor 

Working with history professor 
Joseph Pitti to collect interviews 
and pictures, Hernandez is !ear- 
ning at least as much about history 
as he is about slide production. 

For their 15 units of credit, 
Media Production Team members 
become writers, painters, set 
designers, camera _ people, 
producers, editors and directors 
working strange hours every day, 
often seven days a week. 

Smal! groups and individuals 
produce campus-related programs 
in the university television center 
and the studios of cooperating 
local television stations. 

“Campus News” on videotapes 
was attempted early in the 
semester, but abandoned because it 
ate up too much time. 

An executive producer of 
“Campus Perspective,” a series of 
half-hour shows produced by MPT 
for Channel 3, Claudia McEnerney 
is a source of ideas, a link between 
the producers of individual 
programs, a sometimes 
scriptwriter and stopwatch waters 

She works with an ever-chang- 
ing crew. 

Last week's included Randy 
Bobo, who roamed Old Sac- 
ramento: gathering documentary 
footage. This week he helped film a 
demonstration on teaching and ts 
currently “sitting around drinking 
a lot of coffee” — a vital part of any 
experimental program while 
working out a show with the Home 
Economics Department. 

The MPT daily sign-out board 
generally (when it’s used) shows the 
30 students in at least a dozen 
different locations. 

Yesterday Bernard Tagholm 
was chalked in for an evening as- 
signment with the Department of 
Criminal Justice, where he is film- 
ing a program or_ heroin 
maintenance. 

Each MPT member also serves 
a_ five-week internship at_a local 


television or radio station, or at the 
state’s Department of Water 
Resources production facility 

Brian Farnell and Water 
Resources liked each other so well 
that he ts just now finishing an ex- 
tension past his five-week 
internship. Totally floored by the 
state's lavish production 
equipment, Farnell created 
television ads for the state 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


Learning production was what 
Randy Bobo had in mind, too, 
when he interned with KCRA 
radio. He left after three weeks of 
doing “man on the street” inter- 
views, denied a chance at produc- 
tion by union regulations 


The ups and downs have been 
no greater than Straukamp an- 
ticipated when he 
conceived of MPT last spring. 


Designed to satisfy the needs of 
departments on campus _ for 
educational productions, while at 
the same time saturating students 
in media production techniques, 
the program was sent to the 
Chancellor's office for a chance at 
special innovative education funds. 

Although the Chancellor's of- 
fice didn’t come through, the 
program was already underway by 
September. Applications had been 
taken, interviews finished and ar- 
rangments made to give each 
student 15 units credit. They forged 
ahead. 

Straukamp said the only finan- 
cial support MPT has received 
from the university is a slightly 
higher equipment budget and a 
promise of funds to replace out- 
dated equipment. By December 
they hope to have the use of a full 
color television studio, a color 
television remote unit, three black- 
and-white television remote units, 
16 and 35 millimeter film support 
and an up-to-date sound studio. 

Straukamp and his staff — Paul 
Blaise, Paul Rhoads, and Kent 
Lacinn — are keeping their fingers 
crossed that CSUS will fund the 
program for one faculty position 
next semester. 

Otherwise, he says, the ongoing 
program will be stopped dead in its 
tracks. 

The MPT staff is already mak- 
ing preparations for spring, despite 
their uncertainty, and plans io take 
applications soon to repiace depar- 
ting members of the Media
